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PROPOSE SCHOOL BAND 
VISIT GROVETON NH 


The School Committee, meeting 
last night, re-acted favorably to a 
proposal that the Wilmington High 
School Band be sent on a two day 
trip to Groveton, New Hampshire, 
next March, to give a concert in 
the Groveton High School. 

. No actual consent was given by 
the School Board, which wants to 
be certain that all the parents of 
the children in the band are in fa~ 
vor of the idea, and also to be 
certain that funds can be legaliy 
spent for such a purpose before 
they vote for it, but Chairman 
Arthur V Lynch told the School 
Superintendent, Harold S Shea 

to tell the Music Department of 
the Wilmington Schools that they 
might expect a favorable response 
from the School Committee, 

The proposal has been in the 
making ever since last fall, 

Groveton New Hampshire 1s lo- 
cated about 40 miles North North

told the School Committee that it 
would take about six hours for 
School Buses to reach the town, 
with the same time for the return 
trip.

The East Middlesex Association 
for Retarded Children (EMARC) 
is conducting their annual drive 
for funds in Wilmington, during the 
current week. 

Ted Nelson of Central Street, 
a member of the JayCees, is the 
Chairman of the drive, and Daven- 
port Davis of the Middlesex County 
National Bank is the Treasurer, 

Retardation is a condition re- 
sulting from damage to the brain 
before, during or after birth. It 
can be severe, so much so that the 
afflicted person should never leave 
protective care, or it can be so 
mild as to be detected only thru 
special tests, There are approxi- 
mately 5 and one half million peo- 
ple in this country who are re~ 
tarded, and it occurs in every 
class of people. 

EMARC, which is conducting the 
drive, was started in 1955, when 
three parents got together to see 
if something could be done for 
these people, They were not satis- 
fled to have afflicted persons at 
home for the rest of their lives, 
doing nothing and learning nothing. 
Others felt the same way, and in 
1957 the organization was incorp- 
erated, Today there are approxi- 
mately 200 members, 

The organization has promoted 
various services to assist retarded 
children and young adults, 

Ther® is a pre-school clinic for 
youngsters 3-7, an Occupational 
Center for young adults 16-30, an 
Adult Social Group for those 21 
and over, aa Boy Scout Troop, 
and Camp Hope, a Summer Day 
Camp for Retarded Children 

Parent Counseling 1s also pro- 
vided to assist parents of retarded 
children to better understand and 
accept their problems, and to di- 
rect the parents to community 
resources, A Reference Library 
is available, and a Speaker’s Bu- 
reau which provides a speaker and 
film without charge on request 
by any private or public agency, 

EMARC also encourages and 
supports research through the 
Massachusetts and National As- 
sociations for Retarded Children,
